That, they would argue, is the 
chief mountain of the Rockies. Be- 
cause of this contention, and because, 
by measurement, Brown, Hooker and 
Murchison fell short of expectations, 
Milton and Cheadle, who reported on 
the northwest passage,- measured 
Mout Robson and found it tower- 
ing 10,750 feet. above the valley of 
the Fraser and 13,700 feet above the 
Sea.

Committed for Trial 
on Murder Charge 


Henry I, Matthews, jnun., has been 
committed to stand trial at the next 
Assizes for the murder of Miss Johanna 
Brimacombe at Colborne on Saturday 
night, Dec, 17, ina room at the Bristol 
Hotel. Messrs. John Miller. J, P., of 
Castleton, and Robert Snetsinger, J. 
P., Reeve of Colborne, presided. 

The committal followed the taking of 
the evidence in the jail office Cobourg of 
Mr. George M. Teasdale, the proprietor 
of the hotel in which the woman’s 
body was found. The point on which 
this testimony differed from that given 
by him at the inquest was where the 
hotel proprietor said Matthews bad 
asked him on Monday to speak to 
McDonald, the aged hostler, who awore 
to seeing Matthews with the woman in 
the kitchen. and asked that he get him 
to say nothing about it. 

Mr. EH, Guss Porter, K. ©., M. P., 
the chief counsel for the accused man, 
moved for a dismissal on the ground 
that there was no evidence to connect 
Matthews with the commission of the 
crime, Mr. W, F. Kerr, County 
Crown Attorney, said it would be a 
miscarriage of justice if the committal 
were not granted. 

The Magistrates deliberated upon the 
case for fully twenty minutes after it 
had been closed by counsel. Matthews 
who has been allowed considerable 
latitude at the jail since his arrest, and 
who sat in the office pending the 
decision, was at once lodged in a cell.

TWO MODEST ATHLETES. 


Famous British Oarsmen Have Visit- 
6! Canada—Unassuming Persons. 


The British amateur oarsmen ap- 
pear to be unique figures in the ath- 
letic world. They are among the few 
men who have been prominent on 
the sporting pages of the world with- 
out contracting the advertising habit, 
and when Hon. Rupert Guiness visit- 
ed Toronto a few weeks ago he was 
not preceded by announcements nor 
d... he try to get into the pub ‘¢ eye. 
When interviawed, it was as a politi- 
ci 1 that he expressed himself, and 
talked of colonial preference and tar- 
iff reform instead of speaking the last 
word regarding the sporting events of 
the moment. In fact, it seems hard 
for Canadians to believe that a man 
who had iwice won the Diamond 
Seulls could be so modest. Hon. Ru- 
pert Guiness is one of England's gen- 
tleman athletes, and his stalwart fig- 
ure and guick movements indicate 
the benefits of the life he has led. It 
may be added that he has not con- 
fined his career to taking part in and 
talking abaut athletics, for he is now 
a Unionist member of Parliament, 
and has also served as a soldier. 

His quixt coming and departure re- 
call the visit of Mr. Vivian Nickalls, 
another famous English oarsman who 
was present ai the Canadian Henley 
in 1908. He came with a crew which 
he had been coaching in the United 
States, and hac been at the course 
for a day before it b ame known 
that one of the nest oarsmen of the 
day was present. Mr. Nickalls did 
not make himeelf conspicuous, nei- 
ther did he talk of the superiority of 
the English style or the English scul- 
lers. 5 

There is a story told concerning 
him which inuicates that he had no 
thought of adopting that attitude. A 
week before the races at St. Catha- 
rires, a Canadian sculler had fallen 
out}of his boat while taking part in 
the Olympic races in England. A 
sporting man was making fun of the 
showing aac eoranie Gavan ae 
‘made in England on various 
sions, and remarked to Mr. Nickalls: 
“JT suppose you Englishmen think we 
are very foolish to take such long 
trips to learn to row?” _ aes 

“Perhaps we are especially justified 
in thinking that when you carry off 
some of our pet trophies,’ replied the 
British oarsman ironically.

Here it cor- 
rals a big heap of western traflic-- 
fresh water liners tooting up the lakes 
for the red wheat shacks of Port Ar- 
thur and Fort William; two transcon- 
tinental systems feeding the boats. 
They are prosperous in Grey Coun- 
ty’s metropolis. Owen Sound has a 
comfortable look. If you ask a real 
estate man up there about that he wil! 
wink and tell you about \ building 
stone—part of the rocks of Georgian 
Bay. We will show you it in the 
postoffice, which cost a cool hundred 
thousand. This stone has built a 
good piece of the Soo Canal and 
bridges in Toronto. Citizenship is de. 
scribed as virulent in Owen Sound; 

And there is 
something significant surely in this 
fact: just now public spirit is going 
into its pocket for a large sum to 
enlarge the water supply which gravi- 
tates into town from deep springs.—

ARTISTS’ EMBLEMS, 
In Whistler’s Butterfly Could Be Found 
the Monogram J. W. 

The mystic emblem or device of na 
sort of Whistlerized butterfly was 
adopted in the sixties by the eccentric 
genius James Abbott Whistler, who 
changed his name later to James Mc- 
Neill Whistler, 

Close study will reveal that this pe- 
cullar scroll is really a monogram of 
J. W. The earliest of the etchings to 
bear the butterfly is “Chelsea Whart” 
(1863), but many paintings and etch- 
ries) after that date are signed “Whis- 
tler.” , 

Artists have sometimes signed their 
pictures in some distinct form instead 
of their names. It generally was done 
when the name might suggest some 
emblem or symbol, 

Thus Hieronymus Cock demarked 
two fighting cocks on his panels; Mari- 
otto Albertinelll signed a cross with 
two interlaced rings, referring to the 
sacerdotal duties to which at one time 
of his life he devoted himself; Martin 
Rota, 1 wheel; Pieter de Ryng, a ring 
with a diamond; Giovanni Dossi, a 
bone; Del Mazo Martinez, a hammer; 
Lionello Spada, a sword, 

Sometimes caprice dictated the selec- 
tion, as when Jacopo de Barberi used 
the caduceus, or Mercury rod; Hendrik 
de Bles an owl, Lucas Cranach a 
crowned serpent, Cornelius . Engel- 
brechtsen a peculiar device resembling 
a weather vane and Hans Holbein a 
skull.

Mr. J. CG. Ruddick Says the Home Con- 


sumption Is Steadily Increasing. 


ee 


JA despatch from Stratford says: 
Some very encouraging facts were 
nid before the Western Dairy- 
men’s Convention, held here last 
week, by Mr. J. C. Ruddick, Dairy 
Commissioner, in regard to the 
outlook for the industry. For-the 
fiscal year ending with March next 
our dairy exports are estimated at 
only $25,250,000, as compared with 
$31,667,561 in 1903. Meantime, 
however, the home consumption is 
believed to haye iucreased by $25,- 
000,000, so that the production for 
the year about ending will really 
be $8,582,489 greaver than. in 1903. 
For the year ending with March 
next the production seems to have 
increased more rapidly than in the 
year immediately preceding, be- 
¢ause, while the home consumption 
is still growing, our exports of 
dairy products for the current fiscal 
year will be $2,000,000 ahead of 
these of 1910. For the expansion 
that has taken place in the year 
near closing the partial opening of 


the American market to our dairy 


products is largely responsible. 

_ In the month of August, 1909, as 
a result of the reduction of the 
United States duty on cream from 
five cents per pound to five cents per 
gallon, we exported 1,650 gallons 
of cream to the American market. 
In November of the same year this 
increased to 70,000 gallons. Jor 
October last the amount was 327,- 


064 gallons. It is believed that. the 
yalue of our exports of dairy pro- 
ducts to the United States for the 
year ending March next. will _] 
$3,000,000 as agai 
quarter of a million the year he- 
fore, and practically nothing prior 
to the change in the American duty. 
The total yalue of the milk produc- 
tion of Canada was @laced at $100,- 
000,000, and it was said that an ad- 
dition of 500 Ibs. of milk per cow 
to the average production, some- 
thing easily possible, would add 
$10,000,000 to this. 

The prediction was made that 
much more than this will be done; 
that in a few years a larger pro- 
portion of the two million odd cows 
in the Dominion will be made to 
increase their milk flow by fifty 
per cent. Even with this increase, 
Mr. Ruddick contended, there need 
be no fear of over-production, If 
the production remains stationary, 
the home market, if the expansion 
continues at the present rate, will 
absorb the entire output pf the 
dairy industry ten years hence. In 
addition to this, there is the Am- 
erican market. Although the 
United States is the largest pro- 
ducer in dairy lines in the world, 
that country imported nearly $7,- 
000,000 worth of butter and cheese 
in the calendar year of 1909, and 
will import larger quantities in fu- 
ture.

BIG GAME IN B.C. 


Government

creasing the Reserves. 


Chief Game Warden Bryan Wil- 


membership liams, of British Columbia, who has 


from a short tour 
through Lillooet. is authority for the 
statement that the past season has 
been an exceptionally good one for 
game of all varieties, and that in- 
stead of showing signs of exhaustion, 
the big game of British Columbia, 
are really on the increase. And this 
despite the fact that all the many 
distinguished hunters who visited the 
province during the past season re- 
turned to their homes delighted with 
the fine trophies secured. There were 
many of such hunters in the field, 
and all had rare good luck. During 
Mr. Bryan Williams’ own stay of 
eleven days in Lillooet, he counted 
no fewer than 160 head of mountain 
sheep and deer. The former are sup- 
posed to have belonged to a band cf 
about 160 frequenting the locality, 
and which are multiplying rapidly— 
the Montana brown sheep or common 
big horn. Mr. Honeyman, one of this 
season’s big game hunters from 
abroad, reported sighting 87 sheep 
and 2 deer in a single day, while he 
himself secured the limit of two 
sheep, two goats and two deer, all 
splendid trophies, in the short space 
of eight days. 

For the further protection of the 
game, the Government has just adopt. 
ed orders-in-council establishing three 
reserves, cr rather enlarging two ex- 
isting game reserves and formally 
creating as a game reserve the large 
tract in East Kootenay that for some 
time past has been operated as such 
by successive orders-in-council pre- 
seribing annual closed seasons there- 
in. To the Talakom (Lillooet) re- 
serve approximately eight miles have 
been added, the reserve now taking 
in the entire valley of the north fork 
of Bridge river and being decided 
upon for the particular benefit of the 
beaver, which are at present there in 
numbers and of exceptional size. The 
new Fort George reserve lies between 
the north and the south fork of the 
Fraser river. with an approximate 
length of from 60 to 70 miles and 
breadth of between 30 and 40. This 
is a great moose country, containing 
also some lordly caribou and many 
mountain goats. 

The East Kootenay (Rocky Moun- 
tain) reserve is*now established asa 
regulation game. preserve of approxi- 
mately 2,000 square miles area. The 
game herein has been well protected 
durin the past two seasons by pre- 
scribed closed seasons, and the 
wapiti now range the foothills in 
lordly bands. They are larger and 
finer animals than the Vancouver is- 
land wapiti, and are now becoming so 
numerous that by next season it is 
hoped that protection may be for a 
short period withdrawn and the hunt- 
ers obtain a chance to secure some 
exceptional trophies. 

The difficulty in acceding to the 
several requests that have been made 
for an earlier open season for the 
Kootenay wapiti is found in the fear 
that an inrush of hunters would oc- 
cur and promiscuous slaughter fol- 
low, whereas if the sportsmen would 
but discriminate and pick off only 
the old bulls, good instead of harm 
would really result. The feed condi- 
tions and the climate in this district 
are ideal for the game, and there are 
no predatory wolves to work destruc- 
tion among the deer herds as on 
Vancouver islund, the result being 
that the Kootenay wapiti have great- 
ly increased in numbers during the 
past few years.

AN IDOL IN COUR] 


Made to Serve the Ends of Justice 
In a Case In Japan. 


THE RUSE OF A WISE MAYOR. 


This Solomon-like Official, to Whom an 
Innocent Man Accused of Theft Ap- 
pealed, Dovised a Simple Scheme 
That Disclosed the Real Culprits. 


One day a servant employed by the 
proprietor of a big store near Japan 
bridge, in Yeddo, was sent with a heavy 
pack of valuable cotton goods on his 
back to a dyer in Honjo district. When 
the store’s messenger reached Yoko- 
gawa street he was ready to seek rest, 
What more safe than the little grove 
of trees set about the stone statue of 
the god Jizo, the patron saint of tray- 
elers and defenseless woman and chil- 
dren. 

The somnolent porter awoke from a 
nap to find that bis employer’s cotton 
had disappeared. In great distress he 
went to the storekeeper and confessed 
that he had slept and that a robber 
had made off with the goods during his 
slumber. The master would not be- 
lieve his: story, saying that it~ would 
haye been impossible for a robber to 


-|-make -off with so large’a bundle in 


broad daylight. Unless the porter 
should pay for the lost goods he would 
have to go to prison, said the master. 
In despair the porter took counsel of 
Mayor O-oka. 

“You are certainly to blame for hay- 
ing fallen asleep,” reprovyed the mayor, 
“but Jizo is equally to blame, for he 
is a god bound to protect every one 
who trusts in him, and in this instance 
I will have him 
arrested and brought before me for 
trial.” 

O-oka gaye immediate orders to his 
court officers to go and arrest the Jizo 
of Yokogawa street and bring him be- 
fore the mayor’s seat for trial. Three 
of the officers departed on their mis- 
sion. They first bound the arms of 
the stone god with coils of rope; then 
they tried to lift him from his firm 
pedestal into a cart. A great crowd 
assembled before the Jizo, attracted 
by the unusual behaylor of the court 
officers. When they were told that 
Jizo had to go before the mayor for 
trial the citizens marveled. he 

The task of unseating the god was 
too much for the three court officers, 
and they sought aid of those standing

HOW ‘DENTS? PRACTICE 


FREE PATIENTS ARE ALWAYS 
AVAILABLE FOR STUDENTS, 


At First They Are Only Allowed to 
Try on Thomselves and Each 
Other, But In Their Third Year 
They Have Real Live Patients In 
the Infirmary—Impostors Are Kept 
Out—To Pay If You Can. 


At the Dental College in Toronto 
over two hundred and fifty young 

dents are struggling with the in- 
tricacies ot that learned profession 
all hoping to hang out a gilt shingle 
with three letters annexed to their 
name, and incidentally the final fee 
that the University of Toronto con- 
descends to receive from these youths 
for the D.D.S8. is forty dollars. Some 
man reputed to have had more than 
ordinary intelligence has said that 
the way to learn to do is by doing. 
That’s the principle that appears to 
Tun through the course of instruction 
given to young dentists. From the 
time they enter they do practice 
work. 

The first two years of their course 
they are allowed to practice only on 
themselves, or on each other. Many 
victims wonder when the dentist 
“hurts” if he knows anything about 
the pain he causes. The chances are 
he does, after allowing other kid den. 
tists like himself to put those horrid 
instruments in his mouth and burrow 
around looking for exposed nerves. 
They take some awful chances, but 
seem to survive. If one gets hurt 
particularly bad, he keeps it quiet, 
but doesn’t forget it when it comes 
his turn to be operator. 

The third year of his term he is al- 
lowed a limited number of cases in 
the infirmary of the school when the 
free patients are treated. 

_, Lhe idea of the infirmary is primar. 
ily charitable, and for twenty years 
now the institution has been caring 
for the poor and needy of Toronto 
without fee and without price. The 
Mimico School, the Aged Women’s 
Home, the Aged Men’s Home, the 
Girls’ and Boys’ Home, and all the 
orphanages about the city haye had 
the privilege of sending any patients 
to the scheo], and their dental needs 
would be takén care of. Every week 
students from the college visit these, 
j}and other similar institutions, and 
leave the cards of the school, which 
the matrons or superintendents can 
fill out, describing the work that the 
inmate needs. These cards are pre- 
sented at the entrance of the college 
to a qualified examiner, who inves- 
tigates each plea for assistance. The 
free patient is assigned to one of the 
students 
“Of course we have people come 
here,” said one of the demonstrators, 
“who are capable of paying some- 
thing. When they eome we find out 
what work they want done, and we 
tell them what the fee will be, plac- 
ing the amount on a par with what 
they would be changed by a city 
dentist. They will answer us scome- 
thing like this: ‘Well, I’m no pau- 
per, but I can’t afford such expensive 
work.” 
“We then ask what they can pay, 


and if their offer appears reasonable, 


their work is done at the price. Even 
if it is educational and charitable in 
its aims, the clinie refuses to be held 


“We have more cases coming daily 
than we can attend to,” said another 
demonstrator. ‘‘Yes, it is possible 
in some eases for a friend of a stu- 
dent to ask to be assigned to that 
student, but it is rarely done, as the 
examiner shows no favoritism. There 
are over 200 cases handled daily, dur- 
ing school term. Last year one of the 
graduates of the school, who is still 
connected with the college, stated 
that work was done for about 23,000 
patients. Those who do pay, pay so 
little that it doesn’t pay for the ma- 
terials used. The whole work is sup- 
ported by fees paid by students. The 
clinic or infirmary run in connection 
with the college represents to it very 
much the same as the General Hos- 
pital does to the medical school, but 
there is the big difference that the 
General Hospital receives Govern- 
ment aid, city aid, and private sub- 
scriptions. Here at the dental college 
is being carried on’a work that must 
appeal to every one as a great hoon 
to the masses, that receives not a 
cent of aid from any quarter. The 
medical college itself, run to relieve 
suffering and pveserve the bodies, is 
a Government school, but this school, 
“ym on almost identical uns is en- 
tirely independent and stands by 
itself, 

“One other class who present them- 
selves as patients at the school are 
young women who have at an earlier 
date been inmates of one of the chil- 
dren’s homes or girls’ homes, but 
v:ho now are out at service as domes- 
ties in various parts of the city. It 
means a lot to these people who have 
to economize to have their dentist's 
bill practically nil.” 

The clinic, besides its student 
dentists, employs about. 25 demonstra-

John Shippen of Philadelphia was 
mobbed as a grave robber, Doctors’ 
rlots in New York occurred twenty- 
three years later and were due to the 
belief that the medical students rob- 
bed graves continually. It was the 
lack of opportunity to obtain subjects 
regularly that led to the practice of 
grave vobbing and originated what 
Dr, Keene calls “a set of the lowest 
possible villains—the resurrectionists.”

The walls of the Prison Gardi at 
Viterbo, Italy, once a monastery, 
now hold with seeming security 
members of the dreaded Camorra, 
whose trial next month for the mur- 
der of traitorous associates, is ex- 
pected to test the strength and in- 
fluence in high places of the most 
resourceful of criminal organiza- 
tions, Since the prisoners were 
brought there from Naples, the of 
ficials have realized that comrades 
in the ‘“‘honorable society’’ would 
not hesitate to adopt desperate 
measures to free Chief Knmeco Al- 
fano and his companions if they 
could foresee the slightest chance 
of success,

It is not generally known, however, 
that the poem is unique in that it 
contains an error whieh the author 
failed to detect when reaoding the gal- 
ley proofs and which suryived and 
still survives all attempts at corre¢- 
tion. Perhaps it is the only instance 
in Hterature where a grossly patent 
error in the copy reading of an after- 
ward famous article, whether prose 
or poem, has persisted through nu- 
merous editions despite all efforts of 
nuthor and editor to kill it. 

The poem was written while Bret 
Harte was employed on a San F[ran- 
cisco daily and, to him, was merely 
a part of the day’s work. It tells of a 
Chinee, Ah Sin, who, “with a smile 
that was childlike and bland,” sat in a 
game of euchre with Truthful James 
and Bill Nye.

“The Arahtu Canal not only wat- 
ered the soil and so produced the 
erops but carried upon its surface 
the harvests it had created. Thus 
an old text says it was the ‘bring- 
er of life to Babylon.’ Dilbat was 
probably the great southern gran- 
ary for the capital, for Hammura- 
bi, in his long autobiographical pa- 
negyric, boasts that he ‘extended 
the plantations of Dilbat and ac- 
cumulated corn for Ip.’ 

“When the Arahtu was first con- 
structed it would be difficult to say, 
but its benefits to their people 
caused the kings always to keep it 
in repair, and vice versa, invaders 
of Babylonia in war time damaged 
it as a preliminary to starving out 
the capital. 

“The special deity of Dilbat was 
Ip, probably a shortened form of 
Nimip, and his temple was called 
Imbi Anum, ‘Proclaimed of Anu.’ 
There was a city wall coeval with 
the foundation of the city, and re- 
stored by King Sumu-Abu, prede- 
cessor of Hammurabi. The town 
appears to have possessed three 
harbors or docks and a market, and

Representations have been made to 
the British Columbia Government that 
special and drastic measure should be 
taken, either by the offering of a sub- 
stantial bounty or otherwise, to se- 
cure the extermination of the herds of 
wild cattle having their habitat in the 
vicinity of Masset, in the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands and which latterly have 
not only wrought much damage to the 
property of isolated settlers, invading 
and destroying their young orchards, 
robbing -their vegetable gardens, 
breaking down their fences, ete., but 
have viciously attacked both men 
and women at sight. They are, in- 
deed, declared to be more dangerous 
than any other wild animals of British 
Columbia, with the sole exception per- 
haps of the grizzly or silver tip, and 
more certain to charge on sight than 
even these monarchs of the western 
American hills and forests.

Ernest Thompson Seton, the famous 
Canadian naturalist, author, and lec- a 
turer, spoke in Winnipeg recently 
on ‘Animal Minds and Heroes.” 

Defining a hero as one endowed 
with unusual gifts, and striking a 
happy medium between the extreme 
theories, one of which claims that an 
animal’s mind is but a bundle of 
inherited instincts, and its opposite, 
which holds that animals have as 
man inherited instinct coupled with 
reason. Mr. Seton said that his pur- 
pose in portraying wonderful indi- | 
vidual animals was to show to what 
height an animal could rise and yet 
belong to the same species. ‘‘Ani- 
mals,” said the speaker, “differ from 
man not in kind: but in degree, and 
among animals the one which has 
painted a more variegated page on 
human history perhaps than any 
other is the wolf.” He said that 
records of at least fifty of these 
hereos of their kind had been pre- 
served. Mr. Seton related the story 
of one le Bete, the giant wolf who for 
four years terrorized France and was 
not captured until an army of 40,000 
men was set on his trail, and then 
only after a weary struggle lasting 
six weeks. : ; 

The skin of this wolf was presented 
to King Louis, and was destroyed in 
the fire at the Tuilleries in 1871. : 

Mr. Seton contrasted with this 
reign of terror the attitude of the 
modern wolf, educated through gun- 
powder to respect man. He said 
that the same change had come to. 
pass in the relations of man with 
other animals, notably the grizzly 
bear, who now flees from even the 
scent of man._ 

Coming to the story of the wolf 
war of 1885-6-7, Mr. Seton said before 
that time the grey wolf had, finding 
its prey the buffalo vanished, be- 
come a menace to the cattle on the 
ranges. The bounty of $5 tempted 
many cowboys, the unsuspicious 
wolves were easy victims of the 
poison and trap, and in those three 
years fully 100,000 of the animals 
were killed. Mr. Seton himself was
